About 80 Per Cent of Dairy Farm* 


Producing Market Milk Use Some 


Sort of Cooling Tank—Con- 


Crete Favored by Many. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment or Agriculture.) 


By applying scientific tests to vari- 


ous methods of cooling milk dairy spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture have found the 
relative effectiveness and economy of 
methods in most, common use. Be- 
tween the best and'relatively poor con- 
struction and location of milk-cooling 
tanks, each 5 feet long, 2% feet wide, 
and 25 inches deep, the federal inves- 
tigators found a difference in ice used 
of about 160 pounds of fee in a nine- 
hour day. At the moderate cost of 15 
cents a hundredweight for ice, the ex- 
tra expense of the inefficient method 
would be about $72 during a hot- 
weather period of 150 days. 


All tests gave results strikingly in 


favor of insulated tanks as compared 
with solid walls of wood, concrete, or 
metal. In addition, building the prop- 
er size of tank and having it Indoors 
were found to be important factors ID 
cooling milk quickly and economically. 
Prom the experiments, it appears that 
a milk-cooling tank which holds three 
or four gallons! of water for each gal- 
lon of milk results in a more efficient 
use of ice thanj a tank of larger size. 


Cooling Tanks Largely U«ed. 


The importance of these studies to 


practical dairymen is made evident by 
the knowledge ^hat about 80 per cent 
of dairy farms producing milk use 
some sort of cooling tank. Not only 
must the milk be cooled low enough 
to keep it sweet and marketable, but 
tlie reduction in temperature must be 
secured as.qulckly as possible, so that 
the milk may be shipped promptly. In 
its-Investigation of these problems, the 
department found a combination meth- 
od most practical. By this method the 
milk is first pre-cooled by means of a 
surface cooler; then the cans of milk 
are put in a tank of ice water. When 
the water passing through the surface 
cooler has a temperature of 55 de- 
grees P. a ten-gallon can of milk can 
be properly chilled in about 20 min- 
utes, or about one-third of the time 
necessary without 'pre-cooling.

About 80 Per Cent of Dairy Farm* 


Producing Market Milk Use Some 


Sort of Cooling Tank—Con- 


Crete Favored by Many. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment or Agriculture.) 


By applying scientific tests to vari- 


ous methods of cooling milk dairy spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture have found the 
relative effectiveness and economy of 
methods in most, common use. Be- 
tween the best and'relatively poor con- 
struction and location of milk-cooling 
tanks, each 5 feet long, 2% feet wide, 
and 25 inches deep, the federal inves- 
tigators found a difference in ice used 
of about 160 pounds of fee in a nine- 
hour day. At the moderate cost of 15 
cents a hundredweight for ice, the ex- 
tra expense of the inefficient method 
would be about $72 during a hot- 
weather period of 150 days. 


All tests gave results strikingly in 


favor of insulated tanks as compared 
with solid walls of wood, concrete, or 
metal. In addition, building the prop- 
er size of tank and having it Indoors 
were found to be important factors ID 
cooling milk quickly and economically. 
Prom the experiments, it appears that 
a milk-cooling tank which holds three 
or four gallons! of water for each gal- 
lon of milk results in a more efficient 
use of ice thanj a tank of larger size. 


Cooling Tanks Largely U«ed. 


The importance of these studies to 


practical dairymen is made evident by 
the knowledge ^hat about 80 per cent 
of dairy farms producing milk use 
some sort of cooling tank. Not only 
must the milk be cooled low enough 
to keep it sweet and marketable, but 
tlie reduction in temperature must be 
secured as.qulckly as possible, so that 
the milk may be shipped promptly. In 
its-Investigation of these problems, the 
department found a combination meth- 
od most practical. By this method the 
milk is first pre-cooled by means of a 
surface cooler; then the cans of milk 
are put in a tank of ice water. When 
the water passing through the surface 
cooler has a temperature of 55 de- 
grees P. a ten-gallon can of milk can 
be properly chilled in about 20 min- 
utes, or about one-third of the time 
necessary without 'pre-cooling.
